PUPPY LOVE. 


Although an object of humorous contempt in the 
eyes; of grownups, puppy love is no joke. It is the 
mest serious thing in life to its victim, and it May 
have the most serious consequences. 

Puppy love has none. of the weakness the phrase 
implies. It is strong enough to kill, as it has done 
often. t is not contemptible, for it is neither weak 
nor ignoble. On the contrary, it is romantic, and 
it takes more complete possession of the individual 
than a much deeper and more enduring emotion is 
likely to do later. It is dangerous to all concerned, 
for its strength is violence, and has no checks in 
experience or the self-control which develops in 
adult life. It is a very serious phase of adolescence, 
and we think a parent who suddenly discovers a 
ease of it in his family and proposes to handle it 
is even more likely to bring 
about serious consequences than the parent who 
lets the malady take its own course. 

Nevertheless, there hag been in the American 
family a relaxation or disappearance of reasonable 
discipline and a habit of laissez faire which, in our 
opinion, are an invitation to such misfortune as 
has happened in the Lafayette case. In earlier 
periods of American family life discipline has been 
too severe. But they are long past and do not 
justify® the opposite extreme. The tendency to 
-abdicate parental control is a form of selfishness, 
a shirking of responsibility for the sake of making 

life eafy. It belongs to an era of qutomatic ma- 
chinery, perhaps, but it means the degeneratidn 
of our social fabric if it continues. 


THE MENACE OF THE TURK. 


It is, sufficient comment upon the inherently 
vicious secrecy of imperialist politics to say that 
any comment on the new crisis at Constantinople 
must be the merest guesswork. On the surface 
we see the Angora government presenting a sud- 
den, unexpected demand for {!mmediate and com- 
plete control of the city and straits. On the surface 
we ‘see the allied commissioners shocked into una- 
nimity and responding with an emphatic refusal. 

But we have learned that the Official surface of 
near eastern pelitics seldom presents the realities. 
From what has been revealed of the plotting and 
counterplotting among the governments, and espe- 
clally of the savage opposition between the one 
time allies, England and France, we are inclined 
to wait for developments. The logic of the demand 
and refusal is war. It is possible to believe that 
the Angora government's drastic demand is a 
product merely cf an inflated confidence bor of 
recent military success and the backdown of the 
powers from the terms of the Sevres treaty. The 
Turkish Nationalists know diplomatic history, 
doubtless, and this reminds them that Turkey sur- 
vived in Europe for a long time because European

Chicago, Oct. 28.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.}]—I ‘recently registered at 
the usual polling place in my precinct, 
having been duly sworn and answered 


the questions put by the clerks at the 
polling place. I stated my age as being 
“over legal age,” notthat I had any 
Gelicacy in giving same, but rather to 
help out a number of women who were 
somewhat sensitive in giving their age. 
I felt at the time that this might be a 
bar to their registering and that there 
would be a heavier registration by wom- 
en if the age question was eliminated. 
By this I mean that if they knew that it 
was not necessary to disclose their age, 
but only to swear #hat they are of legal 
age. 

The result of my registering was that 
a ward committeeman calied and pointed 
out to me that I might be challengéd on 
Nov. 7. next and probably be disqualified, 
to whigh I replied that having been born 
in this state, that I was endowed ‘with 
the inalienable right of voting at elec- 
tions for public offices at the time of my 
arrival at the age of 21 and that I can- 
not be dispossessed of that right except- 
ing on conviction of some crime. There 
is no real benefit in making anybody 
disclose their age for the purpose of reg- 
istering or voting. I, therefore, would 
thank you to advise: 

1.Can the _ election commissioners 
throggh their clerks at the polis compel 
one to state their age? If so, under what 
law? , 

2. What benefit is derived from this in- 


formation? 


3. If challenged at the coming election, 
what is my recourse other than swearing 
in my vote? . 

4. If my position is right, wouldn't it 
be advieable for the election commission- 
ers to inform the judges and clerks at the 
polling places thereof? PF, kh. F.

READ STODDARD’S “ REVOLT” FOR 
EVIDENCE OF MAW’S INEQUALITY. 


Fairfield, Ia., Oct. 25.—Referging to Mr. 
Davidson's article in a recent issue, say- 
ing that the statement inthe Declara- 
tion of Intlependence that “all men are 
created equal” is not true—his mistake 
arises from his failure to tuke into ac- 
count the discrepancies of language, or 
at least the broad and indefinite way 
in which language is frequeptly used. The 
authers of the Declaration of In@epend- 
ance never«intended to cénvey the idea 
that all men are literally created equal, 
such as in size, stre » intelligence, 
natural ability, ete. They were not 
thinking of these things when they 
penned these words. 

The Declaration of Independence was a 
bill of mghts, intended to remove the in- 
equalities of privilege which existed be- 
tween different classes of people and to 
secure for every person, as far as possi- 
ble, an equality of rights which were con- 
sidered inalienable, such as the rizht 

of life, liberty, and the pursuit of ede 
piness. No menticn is made of women 
in this immortal document, but who 
would be thoughtless enough to assert 
that our forefathers intended to deprive 
women of these inalienable rights be- 
cause the word women was not in the 
document? 

Confining words to their literal and dis- 
connected meanings may lead to the 
grossest misunderstanding. Take, for in- 
stance, the commandment “Thou shalt 
not kill.” As it stands, with the words 
used, there is no limitation whatever. 
It is applicable to the killing of animals 
or insects as well as human beings. It 
would forbid the execution of a mur- 
derer or a traitor, or the taking of life 
in self-defense, This commandment, like 
the Declaration 6 Independence and 
many other human pronouncements, must 
bey construed in the light of reasdn and 
with a full appreciation of the purpose 
for which it was intended, and when 
construed differently it is liable to lead

Replying to questions by K. E. Stein- 
hatiér of counsel for the commission 
relative to the relation between the 
cost of production at the Gary, Ind., 
and. the Pittsburgh mills, Mr. Gary 
said a number of conditions subject to 
changes were involved.
